LOD AIRPORT. — The Premdent 
of Uganda, General Idi Amin, left 
here for London yesterday morning 
after a brief visit to Israel to dis- 
cuss aid programmes. A joint com- 
munique issued yesterday said that 
“President Amin and Israeli Min- 
isters discussed the training and 
development programmes  under- 
taken by Israel at the request of 
the Uganda Government and agreed 
on measures to extend these prog- 
Tammes In the light of Uganda's 
needs.”

Phantoms hit 
Hanoi AA guns 


SAIGON (AP), — A pair of U.S. 
Phantom jets flying from Laos into 
North Vietnam on Sunday made 
the biggest idll of anti-aircraft 
guns reported in more than two 
months. 

The U.S. Command said the Fa 
fighter-bombers destroyed four anti- 
aircraft guns and damaged three 
others near the Mu Gia Pass, 
about 130 kilometres north-west of 
the demilitarized zone. 

They pulled out of thelr bomb 
uns unscathed. 

It was the most successful 
Strike inside North Vietnam re- 
ported since May 10, when five 
U.S. pilots reported they had des- 
troyed 13 anti-aircraft guna more 
than a kHometre from the batterles 
hit on Sunday. 

The two Phantoms were diverted 
from bombing runs over the neigh- 
bouring Ho Chi Minh trail in Laos 
after guns had fired across the 
border on another ἘΠ at the 
Communist supply network, the 
Command said. 

The third Phaniom also escaped 
undamaged.

Pilot of flaming jet tells 
of search for crash site 


SAIGON (AP). — An _ American 
pilot and co-pilot told reporters yes- 
terday how they dew for miles in 
a flaming jet in search of a crash 
site. Not until they had flown for 
more than 21 kms., passing village 
after village. did they find an un- 
populated area and eject from the 
burning craft, reported Capt. Ri- 
ehard Wheeler and his co-pilot 
Lieut, ΤΟΙ Stuermer. 

The two American officers were 
flying over Cambodia when 
ground fire jolted their plane, a 
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Phantom RIF4 reconnaissance jet: 
Tuey decided to head for a Saigon 
Alrport. 

“We were hit about 214 kms. 
from home,” said Wheeler. “We had 
immediate control problems, hy~ 
draulic toss and a Hght indicating 
‘fre. But I felt the aircraft was 
recoverable and we turned for 
home. 

“We were in contact with the 


tower all the time and they prepar- - 


ed a runway for us. We didn't 
know how bad the damage was. 
‘We couldn't see any fire and we 
coukin’t see any holes. ᾿ 
“When we got over the Saigon 
Alrport I started having trouble 
getting the landing gear down. Only 
the nose wheel would go down. I 


made a pass over the tower 50 
they could ‘have a look at my un- 
dercarriage and they told me we 
were on fire. They sald there was 
a big hole in one wing and it was

Wheeler decided to abandon a 
landing attempt and eject, but “we 
were right over Saigon. I couldn't 
see sending the aircraft down into 
all those houses. 

“I flew south but there were atill 
too many villages. Then I found 
one area that looked uninhabited, 
about 21 Kilometres from the city. 
I levelled the bird out at 3,000 feet 
and we punched out.” 

The Air Force officers parachuted 
down in a marshy ares. Both men 
were unhurt except for stiff necks.

Limits on grant o 


The appellant, who is 2 photo- 
grapher, made an agreement with 
Ulamet LeChaim, the respondents, 
whereby she would have the sole 
Tight to take photographs in their 
halls, used for weddings and other 
receptions, against a payment of 
50 per cent of the price of ‘the 
first 20 photographs taken at each 
reception, the price for these pho- 
tographs to be fixed by hoth 
parties, from time to time. 

After the agreement had worked 
for five years a dispute broke out 
between the parties and the re- 
spondents sent the appellant a 
notice to the effect that they had 
terminated the agreement, without 
giving any reasons therefore. When 
the appellant demanded that the 
dispute be referred to arbitration, 
the respondents applied to the Tel 
Aviv District Court for a decla- 
ratory judgment to the effect that 
the agreement was null and void 
αὐ initio as it contravened the pro- 
visions of section 2 of the Re- 
strictive Trade Practices Law, 1959, 
which provides that: A restrictive 
trade practice is an arrangement 
between persons carrying on busi- 
mess... which ig expressly or im- 
plicitly designed to impose on any 
of the parties to. it, in respect of 
any commodity.or service, any pre- 
ventive or Umiting provisions (here- 
inafter referred to as “restraints”) 
as to any of the following mat- 
ters; 1) the consideration or any 
other recompense.. whether it be a 
fixed price or minimum or maxi- 
mum oprice..; 2) the conditions, 
methoda, volume, qualitative stan- 
dard or nature of the business to 
be carried on; 8) the persons ‘or 
class of persons with or for whom 
business is to be carried on...” 

The District Court Judge com- 
plied with the respondents’ request, 
albeit reluctantly, noting that the 
whole conception of invalidating a 
contract of the nature of the one 
under consideration on the grounds 
that it constituted a restrictive prac- 
tice had surprised him, but that 
after due consideration of the ques- 
tion he had been forced to the con- 
clusion that the agreement did in 
fact contrayene the terms of sec- 
tion 2 of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Law, and was therefore 
invalid for illegality. 

Tn the appeal against this decision, 
Mr. E. Sochobolsky appeared for 
the appellant and Mr. S. Rechtman 
for the respondents. y 


Judgment ἢ 

Justice Landau, who delivered the 
first opinion of the Supreme Court, 
first discussed the draconic natur2 
of the Israel Restrictive Trade 
_Practices Law, as compared witb 
the English Act, pointing out that 
not only does section 2 of the 
local law allow of including a wide 
variety of commercial arrangement 
in the category of “restrictive 
trade practices,” but sections 40 to 
44. turn anyone who has such ar- 
rangements into a criminal offeni- 
er. Furthermore, this latter fact has 
the further serious consequence of 
con) an ement which 
comes within the meaning of 1 
‘restrictive trade practice into an 
unlawful tt, with all the 
concomitant consequences in civil 
law, unless the Board for the. Con- 
trol of Restrictive Trade Praciices 
decides that the agreement is to the 
public benefit. 

Justice Landau then went on to 
discuss how the Restrictive Trad2 
Practices Law should be interpret- 
ed. It is true, he held, that the 
Law does not entitle the courts to 
decide whether an agreement 15 in 
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Agreement granting concession is not restrictive trade practice 


the public interest or not, leaving 
that to the Board, but that dues 
not prevent the courts from con- 
struing the Ust of prohibitions con- 
tained in section 2 reasonably and 
in accordance with the general ap- 
proach that the onus of proving 
the agreement is a restrictive trade 
practice should fall on the party 
alleging it. This follows, he con- 
tinued, from the rule that 85 long 
as the law permits people to make 
contracts and agreements then it ig 
in the public interest thet there 
should be πὸ undue interference 
with their freedom to contract. . 

Justice Landau then went on to 
consider the particular agreement 
under consideration in order to de- 
cide whether it did in fact restrain 
one of the parties. In so far as the 
appellant is concerned, he held, he 
thought that there was something 
in her counsel’s argument that a 
person who receives a concession 
to carry on a business on the pro- 
perty of another can agree to 
conduct his business in accordance 
with fixed conditions, even if these 
conditions do contain an element of 
restraint as to quantity, quality, 
εἰς, within the meaning of section 
(3) of the Law. In other words, 
the conditions specifically form an 
inseparable part of the concession 
and do not detract from any pre- 
vious rights held by the person re- 
ceiving the concession (see alsv 
Esso Petroleum Co. v. Harper's 
Garage, 1967, 1 Al ER. 699) 
Any other interpretation would, he 
continued, make most of the con- 
cessions in connection with the use 
of property, ff not all of them, 
invalid and those who negotiate 
them criminal offenders. Moreover, 
if the District Court’s conclusion 
were to be accepted then it would 
be prohibited for’ any person to 
make any conditions with respect 
to the sale of amy goods or the 
giving of any service and this was 
patently unacceptable in the ab- 
sence of any express law control- 
Hing the kind of conditions which 
may, or may not, be made. 

So that, he concluded, any res- 
traint on the appellant in so far 
as the price she was entitled to 
charge for the first 20 photographs 
did not constitute a restrictive 
trade practice. 

Justice Landau then went on to 
consider whether the conditions 
with which the respondents had 
had to comply constituted restric- 
tive trade practices holding that 
the fact that the respondents were 
prohibited from con with 
other photographers did not’ con- 
stitute a restraint on their trade, 
as the respondents’ trade is not 
photography, their only connec- 
tion with photography being that 
they place the services of a per- 
son engaged in photography at the 
disposal of their customers. Every 
owner of a business or of property 
who gives a concession of this na- 
ture to an owner of another busi- 
ness, 
his own freedom of action to give

of strangers, and this right had 
existed without the concession they 
had given to the appellant. 

The whole purpose of the Law, 
Justice Landau went on to add, is 
to prohibit practices which pre- 
vent, or restrict, a businessman’s 
legal and economic freedom, forc-~ 
ing him to act contrary to the 
conditions of the market or to 
usual practice in his business. But 
the aim is not to prohibit the 
linking of concessions to agreed 
conditions, as long as these condi- 
tions are not inconsistent with com- 
mon practice in the free market. 

ΤᾺ short,' concluded Justice Lan- 
dau, he could find no forbidden 
restrictive trade practice in the 
concession which the respondents 
had given the appellant, whether 
In so far as the relationship be- 
tween the two parties Is concerned, 
or whether in so far 88 the rela- 
tioriship between the respondents 
and thelr customers is concerned.

records.” Mr. Rivlin pointed out 
that the 50/50 partnership ensures 
predominant Zionist influence “and 
it bas given us a wonderful op- 
portunity of involving these People 
in Zionist action and 'theory.”

Mr. Rothberg goes further:

There 
are other and better results he fore- 
sees from what he calls “involve- 
ment.”
